Washington, Jan. 20.—The senate 


committee on. Philippines 'lias agreed 
to report iHie -house Philippine tariff 
bill Ttfith amendments. 


The import was ordered by a strict 


party vote, The bill -was amended 
as heretofore agreed upon, being a 
reduction of 25 per cent on goods 
Doming from the Philippines to the 
United States with an additional re- 
duction of the export tax charged in 
the Philippines on products sent out 
of the islands to tfne United States, 
The democrats presented a substitute 
which will be reported to the senate. 
It provides 'that there shall be tem- 
porary free tra'de 'between the United 
States and the islands; that the Uni- 
ted States shall continue to occupy 
•and govern the islands until a stable 
government has 'been established, 
wflien the p-resiidenit sftiall direct the 
withdrawal! from 
the Mands, the 


United Staes to rdtain such military 
&nd n'aval stations as &re 'deemed 
n'ecessary. The Philippines are de- 
clared to be foreign territory by the 
minority bill from *the passage of 
tho act. 


IN THE HOUSE. 


Washington, Jan. SO.— The house, 


immediately after it met today, went 
into committee of the whole and en- 
tered upon the consideration of the 
urgent deficiency appropriation Lill, 
which was reported to the house on 
Saturday. 


3ttr. Cannon, who was in charge of 


the measure, explained that the bill 
provided lor the government service 
for the current fiscal year where ex- 
isting appropriations were not suffi- 
cient The bill carried $16.704,230. 
He answered many inquiries about 
various items in the bill. 


Mr. Hichardson, the democratic 


leader, pressed Mr. Cannon to know 
under what law it was proposed to 
appropriate $500,000 for a permanent 
military post at Manila, 


The chairman of the appropnaMons 


committee replied that there was 10 
specific law to establish such a mili- 
tary (post, but whether under ths gen- 
eral organisation of the army ia the 
field such an appropriation was in 
order it would remain for the chair- 
man of the committee of the whole to 
determine when the appropriation 
was reached. 


"How 
much of the $1,376,831 


which it is proposed to appropriate 
under the war department is to go to 
the Philippines?" Mr. Richardson 
asked. 


"Only this $500,000 is to go to the 


Philippines direct," replied Mr, Can- 
non, 
who (proceeded to argue that the 


treaty with Spain imposed upon the 
United States certain duties relative 
to the Philippines which might make 
such an appropriation in order. He 
thought it as wise to have an army 
post at Manila as to have one at Chi- 
cago or any other place in this coun* 
try. 


Mr. Cannon called attention to the 


fact that the word "permanent" did 
not appear in the bill before '/military 
post." 


"Is it not within the power of the 


general commanding in the Philip- 
pines to establish a pofit at Manila 
as a military necessity?" asked Mr. 
Cummittgs, of New York. 


"In my opinion," responded Mr. 


Cannon, "he not only has the power, 
but.it is his duty to establish a mili- 
tary post there. *ThQ United States 
is in the Philippines. The army i» 
there. 
Treaty obligations send us 


there. 
The law sends us there, and 


in my Judgment we will 'be there for- 
ever and a day*" 


Mr, Cannon said that the emerg- 


ency appropriation of $40,000 for 
^thc state department was for the en- 
tertainment of Prince Henry, of 0er- 
many. H* *aid that it was eminent 
for a great nation to provide proper 
entertainment for the representative 
of * great people beyond the sea, 
which "had given us 00 much of our 
bone and 'brawn and brain." (General

mian canal commission on the prop- 
osition of 1Tae Panama Can^l com- 
pany to sell tits property to the Uni- 
ted Stages for $40,000,000. The 
commission unanimously reports that 
after considering -the dhanged condi- 
tions tihat now exU't and all -the facts 
and circumstances upon which its 
present judgment must he based, the 
commission is of the opinion, that 
the most ^Kacfcicabte and feasible 
route for the isthmian cantal, to he 
under the control, management and 
ownership of the United Sifcates, is 
that known as the Panama route* 
The report is signed by <all the mem- 
bers of the commission. It *was ac- 
companied by a tetter of transmittal 
from ISie president to congress. 


SEEKING A NORTHERN ROUTE 


MANAGER NELSON HAKES A 


TRIP TO ATTBUBN. 


Will Begin Work as Soon AS Term'nal 


Question is Settled—Affairs on 


the Southwestern. 


General Manager S. Xr. Nelson and 


Attorney N. D, Doughman, of the 
Fort Wayne and Southwestern Trac- 
tion company, left at noon today for 
Auburn. 
Mr. Nelson's visit to the 


DttKalb Bounty town is to look over 
the ground preliminary to outlining 
another interurban line which his 
company intends to construct into 
Fort Wayne. Mr. Nelson is consider- 
ably encouraged over the outlook for 
he adjustment of the terminal ques- 
tion in Port Wayne, and says his 
company is anxious to begin work on 
other lines as soon as the matter is 
settled. It will be recalled that two 
companies were incorporated some 
ime ago with the idea of building 
;wo other lines, one to the north and 
another to the south of Port Wayne. 
Phe movement today is taken to indi- 
cate that attention is to be first di- 
rected to (the northern line, which is 
projected to include Garrett, Auburn, 
Waterloo, Kendallville and perhaps 
other towns in that section, as well 
as reach the Steuben county lakes, 
which are coming into favor as sum- 
mer resorts. 


TIJfcE IS SHORTENED. 


Additional cars have been placed in 


service on the Southwestern, so that 
beginning this morning a-car leaves 
the city hourly for Huntington and 
joints west, starting on the even 
lours. 
The Southwestern did a 


heavy business yesterday, carrying 
an average of fifty people per car dur- 
,ng the entire day. Some little delay 
was occasioned by the breaking of a 
trolley wire, but the service is being 
constantly improved. Within a short 
time the company will place the bag- 
gage car in service for two round 
trips eadh day, in order that baggage 
may be handled with more facility. 


The company has also had plans 


drawn for three model stations which 
are to be erected at Boanoke, Lagro 
and other towns west. The plans in- 
clude ticket office, waiting rooms and 
car sheds.

Kelly reached h«re Sheriff Marxero 
asked for a conference with them to 
determine whether any Teward would 
be paid for Kern and yesterday was 
spent in negotiations between the 
sheriff and the two New Yorkers. 
Late at night, however, <an appeal 
was made direct 4o Governor Heard 
by Mr. Thebaud, with the result that 
the former communicated a, dispatch 
to the Jefferson 
sheriff 
that Mr, 


Thebaud and the detective should be 
facilitated in their attempt to iden- 
tify the prisoner. Thebaud tand Kelly 
went to Gretna early today, but had 
to wait for some time for the sheriff 
to put in an appearance. When, he 
arrived the New ^ York 
men* were 


taken to the jiflf'" The moment Mr. 
Thebaud laid eyes on Manners he 
said ihe man was Kern, Manners 
made 010 further denial of his iden- 
ity. Detective Kelly •has/with him 
the necessary papers to take Kern 
back to New York. These will be 
at 'once laid before Governor Heard 
and that official has promised to sign 
he extradition at once. Klein and 
West, the two men who were arrest- 
ed for stealing Manners' trunk from

WILL PURSUE LUZON REBELS

Washington, Jan. 
20.—Having 


failed, after two years strife, in sub- 
duing the insurrection in Batangas 
province, which lies just south of Ma- 
nila, and having satisfied himself 
that lenient 
treatment of the in- 


surgents is productive of no good re- 
sults, General J. Franklin Bell, the 
military commander in that province, 
has determined on the enforcement of 
the war in the most vigorous and de- 
termined fashion, involving xecon- 
ceutration in -a modified form, the 
application of martial law in all di- 
rections and -the unsparing pursuit 
and punishment of the natives who 
act as spies and traitors to the United 
States. All this -appears from *long 
report to the war department just 
published, 


RECONCENttRATION ZONES. 
The ^concentration order is dated 


at Batangas 'December 8, last. 
In 


substance, it provides for the estab- 
ishment of a zone around the gar- 
risons, into which the friendly in- 
habitants are to be required to come 
under penalty of confiscation and de- 
struction of their property. This is 
said to be necessary to prevent the 
collection 
of forced 
-contributions 


from the inhabitants by the insurg- 
ents. The military officers are al 
owed to fix the price of necessaries 
of life, and it is promised that 
the 


people may return as soon ad peace 
ul conditions are established. This 
order is followed 'by a long circular 
by Cteneral Bell to his station com 
man'ders commenting on existing 
conditions and giving them advic 
how to proceed. It begins with th 
statement that he shares in the gen 
era! conviction that the insurrection 
continues because the greater part 
of the -people, especially the wealth 
er ones, do not really want peace. 


ItfNOCENT MU&T SUFFER. 


He says it is regrettable that th 


nnocent must suffer with the guilty 
but the greatest good to the greates 
number can be best brought about b 
putting a prompt end to the insur 
rection. Therefore he directs the ap 
plication of general order 100, i 
;orce during the civil war in th 
United States, which practically re 
gards an insurgent as a guerrill 
and outside the pale of civilizec 
warfare and subject to the death pen 
alty, -wherever such insurgent doe 
not engage continually in the wa 
and observe all the rules of wa 
However, it is provided .that the 
hall be no executions without the a 
proval of a superior officer* Com 
manding officers are specially e 
oined to encourage young officers 
hunting down the insurgents, and 
s pointed out that there is no ju 
cause for exceptional caution or a 
prehension in attacking insurge 
bodies wherever found. 
At a 


rate, under existing conditions, leg 
tinrate chances should be accepte 
says General 'Bell, as excessive ca 
tion will do the army incalculab 
harm. The -best defense against t 
insurgents, he says, is to assume 
vigorous offensive at once; to ret 
,n the presence of the enemy is h 
ardous and discouraging. 


WILL DOWN DISLOYAL, 


A special injunction is laid on 


commanders to hunt down throu 
loyal spies secret sympathisers w 
and contributors to the.-rebelli 
many of whom will be f ouud amonj 
the municipal officers.

MERCHANT SLAIN BY BOBBERS 


IN HIS STOEE. 


Rochester Citizen Murdered Because 


He Refused to Unlock His 


Safe of Diamonds. 


Rochester, N. Y., Jan. 20.—Bela 


E. Brown, aged sixty-five, a promi- 
nent dealer in diamonds, was found 
murdered in 'his store here last night* 
His legs were tied together and h*e 


s gagged with a long red neck 


scarf. At the back of the head wad 
a hole extending into the brain, and 
there were several gashes in the scalp 
evidently mad« by a toa/mmer, which 
was found1 near the body smeared 
with blood and white hairs from the 
head of the victim. 


From the position of the body in 
:ront of a safe the conclusion was 
reached by the police that the mur- 
derers had placed Mr. 'Brown before 
the safe, which 
wad locked, and 


which contained thousand* of dol- 
lars worth of diamonds and jewelry, 
nd had tried to force him to work the 
combination for them* Hia right 
hand was covered with blood, indi- 
cating that he* had raiswl it to Ms 
head wh«n he was srtruck and tried 
o ward off the other blows which 
'ollowcd. The murderers secured 
nothing of value, except, perhaps, a 
diamond stud which ttr. Brown wore 
and which is {missing* 


TRUNKS RIFLED OP DIAMONBS.

lars therefor. Such demands always 
have been refused at the treasury. It 
is the notes and bonds of the govern* 
ment that are payable in either gold 
or silver at the option of the holder," 
GIVES REASONS TOR PROTEST.

given: 


"I. It will require a large increase 


of the gold reserve of the treasury, as 
if the obligations upon a reserve are 
increased the reserve should be cor- 
respondingly enlarged.

"2. It will create a new endless 


chain upon the gold reserve of the 
treasury and therehy plunge the gov- 
ernment deeper into the banking 
business. 


"If the endless chain upon the 


treasury caused by the redemption 
and reissue of greenbacks is a con- 
tinual drain upon the gold reserve 
and a severe "Strain upon the gov- 
ernment, how much more of a drain 
and strain will the $530,000,000 of 
new obligations upon that reserve im- 
pose? 


"The government now has the 


power to call an absolute halt to a 
raid upon its gold reserve by im- 
pounding the greenback and treas- 
ury notes, -but if silver is made re- 
deemable in gold it cannot do so un- 
til it impounds also the $530,000,- 
000 of silver dollars and silver cer- 
tificates. When there is a/run on the 
treasury for gold it is the salvation 
of commerce and the reserve to have 
in circulation a currency which im- 
poses no further demand on that 
metal. The 'bill will plunge the gov- 
ernment deeper into the banking 
business.

louse Committee Divided on the Bill 


Now Before that Body—Argu- 


ment of Report. 


Washington, Jan. 20.—The demo- 


cratic members of the house commit- 
tee on. coinage, weights and meas- 
ures have agreed on a minority re- 
port on the bill directing the secre- 
tary of the treasury "to exchange 
gold for legal tender silver dollars," 
and the report will be presented to 
the house today by'Mr. Shafroth. The 
report takes the position that the pas- 
sage of the bill is certain to pro- 
duce financial disturbances. 


The following general proposition 


13 laid down: "Our government has 
never conceded the right to the holder 
of silver dollars to demand from the 
treasury gold therefor, nor to the 
holder of gold to demand silver dol- 
lars therefor. Such demands always 
have been refused at the treasury. It 
is the notes and bonds of the govern- 
ment that are payable in either gold 
or silver at the option of the holder." 
GIVES R.EASONS FOR PROTEST. 


The following reasons why such a 


measure should not be enacted are 
given: 


"1. It will require a. large increase 


of the gold reserve of the treasury, as 
if the obligations upon a reserve are 
increased the reserve should be cor- 
respondingly enlarged. 
If it re- 


quires $150,000,000 of gold to act as 
a reserve for the redemption of $346,- 
000,000 of United States notes called 
greenbacks and $40,283,086 of treas- 
ury notes issued under the Sherman 
act, will it not take at least ?300,- 
000,000 in gold, says the report, 10 
act as a reserve when the $530,732,- 
617 of silver dollars and silver cer- 
tificates are made a direct charge 
upon that reserve? 


"2. It will create a new endless

PEAB EXPOBTATION OF GOLD.

tion of gold. As the $386,000,000 
of our currency redeemable in gold is 
scattered all over the country it is 
difficult for large exporters of gold to 
collect sufficient of that currency :o 
present for redemption. 
But if sil- 


ver certificates, which form the great 
bulk of the currency that circulate;-, 
can be presented for payment in gold, 
then it becomes an easy matter to 
compel the government to furnish ill 
the gold for exportation. 


"With other nations imposing re- 


strictions upon their cxportations of 
gold and we facilitating our exporta- 
tion of the same, we are likely to lose 
great quantities of that life-blood of 
commerce.

FINANCE ROMANCE OF EGYPT. 


An clemnt of romance attaches in 


most countries to the annals of na- 
tional debts in respect of the strug- 
gles and vdssifeudes to which they re- 
late, but in,Egypt, a land where 
finance spells politics, the story o£ 
the public debt is pre-eminently ro- 
mantic. 
Recklessly and prodigally 


contracted, that debt has for years 
passed with crushing severity upon 
the docile Egyptian peasantry; but 
the astonishing feature of its history 
is that, in -the end, with its associa- 
tion of grinding taxation and of the 
koorbash, was destined itself to be- 
come -the salvation of the fallalieen. 
Foreign intervention in the interest 
of the creditors brought with it the 
foreign control which has secured the 
Egyptian pesautry -better conditions 
of life than they have enjoyed for 
centuries, possibly better conditions 
for -the mass of the people than have 
ever been known out of the necessity 
of protecting the labor of the falla- 
hecn and of securing them such im- 
munity from extortion and maltreat- 
ment that the fruit of their toil 
would suffice to meet the obligations

FIXES EARTH'S POLAR AXIS. 


St. Louis, Jan. 20.—The inariner's 


compass is outdone in the discovery 
announced by Prof. A. S. Chessin be- 
fore the St. Louis Academy of 
Science. Professor Chessin's discov- 
ery, the gyroscope, will do something 
no compass can do—exactly determine 
the polar axis of the earth. 
When 


the gyroscope is set spinning it is in- 
fluenced by its own motion and the 
motion of the earth and its axle 
oscillates from side to side. 
The 


points exactly midway between the 
extremes of these oscillations indi- 
cate the line between the north and 
south poles. 
A compass cannot do 


this, because it is magnetically in- 
fluenced and does not determine the 
polar axis of the earth, but the mag-, 
netic pole. The gyroscope is exempt 
from all magnetic inflences and can- 
not vary. Professor Chessin has been 
in St. Louis but a short time. He Is 
a Russian and was educated in the 
foremost institutions of Europe.

FIXES EABTH'S POLAR AXIS. 


St. Louis, Jan. 20.—The mariner's 


compass is outdone in tlie discovery 
announced by Piof. A. S. Chessiu be- 
fore the St. Louis Academy oi' 
Science. Professor Chessin's discov- 
ery, the gyroscope, will do something 
no compass can do—exactly determine 
the polar axis of the earth. 
When 


the gyroscope is set spinning it is in- 
fluenced by its own motion and the 
motion of the earth and its axle 
oscillates from, side to side. 
The 


points exactly midway between the 
extremes of these oscillations indi 
cate the line between the north am 
south poles. 
A compass cannot d 


this, because it is magnetically 
fluenced and does not determine th 
polar axis of the earth, but the mag 
netic pole. The gyroscope is exemp 
from all magnetic inilences and can 
not vary. Professor Chcssin has bee 
in St. Louis but a short time. He '. 
a Russian and was educated in tl 
foremost institutions of Europe.

Editor Sentinel:—There is nothing 


affecting the interests of the entire 
people of this community more im- 
portant than a final adjustment o1 
the vexatious and perplexing prob 
lent -of street railway 
extensions 


and the construction of interurban 
railroads. 
For months -there have 


been discussions, 
committees 
ap- 


pointed, franchises presented and re- 
fused, propositions and counter*prop- 
ositions made by conflicting and con- 
tending factions tand there appears 
to be no indications of a final solu- 
tion of the question. Is it not time 
to act, time to Ibse sight of the de- 
sires of jvny corporation and consider 
the wishes of the great mass of the 
people, whose interests seem to be 
relegated to the rear as an unim- 
portant factor? 


Let us all be -"honest and consider 


what the true situation is. When 
that Us ascertained, let the board of 
public works, the .city <coiencil, the 
representatives of the Port Wayne 
and Southwestern, the Fort Wayne 
Traction company and the Commer- 
cial club-get together and discuss the 
questiors amicably, intelligently and 
stand ready to meet each •other half* 
way. 
If each will be willing to do 


this 'all differences could be adjust- 
ed in a short time. The question is 
w^aat does each want and what should 


get. The Port Wayne and 


Southwestern asked for a franchise 
into this city and got it.. If they 
desire to land their passengers in the 
heart of the city all they raced to do 
is to complete their line over the 
right of way granted them a year 
ago. 
But the (right of way granted 


them was indirect, with, (numerous 
twists and tuyns and they tasked for 
a new right of way entering' the city 
on Harrison -street instead /of Pearl. 
There was Opposition from.1 various 
sources and the request refused. The 
Port Wayne and Southwestern offi- 
ials blamed the Port Wayne Trac- 
tion company for their defeat, and 
mraediately combined their efforts to 
defeat any proposition extending the 
ines 'of 
the Fort Wayne Traction 


company. 
In the meantime, while 


;here was a superabundance and lav* 
sh display of statesmanship and an 
oratorical -appeal to the multitude in 
reference to the rights of the people, 
hou&and/s of our citizens w*re pa- 
iently waiting and* walking several 
squares to get to a street car, and 
rom e^ery direction came a knocking 
it our door for entrance into the city 
rom some prospective 
interurban 


ine* Everybody will admit we want 
ubwrban lines, and1 while the que** 
Ion is before the people, the council 
hcmld make an effort to settle the 
nutter in * muuer that wxrald not 
ta*a*k*.p any future road* 


the city. I say grant the request of 
the Fort Wayne and Southwestern 
and give them a 'better right-of-way, 
reserving so much of Harrison street 
as is possible to the public and pro- 
tecting the interests of the city by 
such safeguards as are necessary and 
also make this line one by which fu- 
ture lines can enter -the city over the 
same tracks on an equitable basis. 
In fact make this a general entiy for 
all future lines which are now either 
contemplated or under construction. 
When this is accomplished the Fort 
Wayne and Southwestern will have 
no reason to further continue to use 
their influence in opposing the de- 
sires of the Fort Wayne Traction 
company. 
Now what of the Fort 


Wayne Traction company? So much 
has been said about it that a stranger 
from a strange land coming within 
the gates of our city and picking up 
the files of the newspapers would be

of the old company. It has never 
proved a paying investment. When 
the Bobison park line was construct- 
ed the road went into the hands of a 
receiver and the parties who loaned 
the money to build the line were 
•compelled to take the property to 
save themselves. They should grant 
some of the concessions demanded by 
the' city, including the sale of six 
tickets for a quarter on the cars; -a 
waiting room, a low rate for school 
children and the city should grant 
them a thirty-five year franchise for 
the extensions asked for, grant them 
a line from Columbia 
to Main on 


Clinton, in fact arrive at an amicable 
adjustment all along the line. I am 
sure that 
if the council, board of 


public works, a few business men, 
the Commercial 'dub and representa- 
tives of the Fort Wayne and South- 
western will have a joint meeting, 
laying aside all prejudices, all im- 
bued with the proper spirit, an ami- 
cable solution of the whole question 
could easily be arrived at. 


I have been induced to write this 


communication because I feel that 
all citizens who take pride in our city 
wish to get the matter settled- once 
and forever.

its railroad facilities unrivaled, and 
to retain its position it must be up 
and doing. The Fort Wayne Organ 
company is erecting A large addition, 
the Pennsylvania railroad and Fort 
Wayne Electric company contemplate 
a large increase to 
th'eir present 


mammoth shops. If the people will 
get together, 
grant the franchises 


asked for, protecting the interests of 
the city at all times, provide for fu- 
ture interurban roads, before another 
year has gone by we will have direct 
access to Hickville, the pleasant 
summer resorts on the banks of our 
northern lakes, 
hundreds of new 


homes will be erected, hundreds of 
•thousands of dollars added to the tax 
duplicate, everyone have easy access 
to the cars and an air of prosperity 
surround 
every individual 
Fort 


Wayne will retain thte position she 
now occupies and every citizen will 
point with pride to its advancing 
strides toward becoming the second 
city in the state we are all proud of. 
To accomplish this all may not get 
all they want or ask for, but every
